DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8-27 and 40-55 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8 and 
20 provide an apparatus for conveying a product with a plurality of roller shafts 
supporting a plurality of driven rollers having an outer surface and a plurality of lobes 
placed circumferentially around the outer surface, each lobe being non-circular and a 
static member having a top surface and a length extending from between a first pair of 
the rollers of a first shaft to a second pair of the rollers on the second shaft, wherein the 
lobes support the product at a first vertical height and the top surface of the static 
member is adapted to support a portion of the product between the rollers at a second 
vertical height which is different from the first vertical height. 

3. Claim 23 recites an apparatus comprising a roller shaft having an outer diameter, 
a plurality of rollers supported by the outer diameter, each roller having an outer surface 
and a plurality of equally spaced lobes, wherein adjacent rollers are in a fixed 
relationship to each other with a predetermined offset of more than 14 degrees and less 
than 56 degrees. 

4. These limitations, in combination with the other limitations in the claims, were not 
found in the relevant prior art.
